And now we have missed the nor- 
mal yearly rainfall, andare already cut 
down to a water supply of an hour a 
day, while the Water Authority is 
scheming to ensure that oven during that 
single hour no more than the ‘prescrib- 
ed domestic quantity’ shall be drawn 
from the pipes by anybody. .At the 
rameé time we are face to faca with the 
Fire Fiend, mora active and defiant 
than ever, because the Fire Ordinance 
has-conspicuously failed in its object. 
In summer it is not 1 bad, because 
there is usually plenty of water, there 
is no such pressing want of money os 
there isjuat before the great rettling- 
day of Chinese. New Yenr, and thera is 
no such ever-alluring temptation as the 
winter stoves,. : 
With a water famine already so 
imminent as to justify the extreme step 
that the Water Authority has- taken— 
and not even the most rancoroug 
malcontent bas blamed the Government 
for this action, though the method and 
detail of it may be exceptionable—it is 
time to lay down astringent rule that 
dritking.water must not be thrown 
away through the fire bose. The Go- 
verninent may stand aghast at the idea 
of wiping out one of tho cardinal points 
of the great waterworks scheme; but 
there ig uo help for it. ‘There simply is 
not water enough for both the Fire 
Brigade and the domestic .wants of the 
Colony, and one or the other must go 
without.

THE DISTURBANCES NEAR 
SWATOW. °* 


A Swatow correspondent of the Chinese 


Zod ingtant, writes os follows in reference 
to the rising near Swataw 


On the 18th alt, tho rebela went from 
Van Lav ‘Ty to Pang Tow, buttho villagers 
of thy latter place uffered résistance and 
killed and wounded over twenty of them. 
Several days later the robola guffercd an- 
other dofeat at the hands of ‘the military 
fier in charge vf-the Chay Chow Pre- 
feclure, wha captured and beheaded three 
ot thom, Commandor-in-Chief Chang 
Chiiu-fat, whd had previously ‘stationed his 
soldiers st Wa Yang, thew joined forces 
with that military officer, which step js cal.
